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HE introduction on 
Wednesday of a Bill to 
establish uo statutory Hotrs- 
ing Authority was, without 
doubt, one of the most 
important legislative steps 
taken in the Colony's 
history.

outlay over a lengthy 
period of years can really 
tackle on an appropriate 
senle the question of pro- 
viding reasonable and 
healthy accommodation for 
the under-privileged ard 
lower-income classes, The 
functions and objectives of 
the Housing = Authority 
commend themselves, and 
the responsibilities whieh 
they carry will be a 
challenge to the aptitude 
and practical efficiency of 
the Urban Council whieh 
principally conatitutes the 
Housing Authority, The 
necessary funds are avail- 
nble, so too the technical 
facilities, It will be wholly 
up to the Housing Author- 
ity to get on with the job. 
And It is suggested that 
the best results will be 
obtained if its members 
concentrate on policy and 
leave administrative and 
construction details to the 
experts, The public's con- 
fidence in the housing 
scheme will depend entirely 
on the Housing Authority's 
ability to give it rapid) im- 
plementation. 
NE effect of the 
legislation is to give re- 
cognition to the fuct that 
resettlement =o and housing 
are inter-related problema, 
wnd that they are to be 
treated as such by the 
Housing Authority was 
indicated by the Hon RB. 
Black when he declared 
that the “resettlement and 
housing programmes — will 
clearly have to be closely 
co-ordinated, so that when 
un suitable site for housing 
iy cleared of squatters, 
permanent development 1s 
started without . delay.”

“It is most necessary for the 
country to implement a rigid 
ftusterity programme,” said the 
report.

Burma’s Plan 
To Sell 
Rice To India 


Rangoon, Apr. 8. 
The Burmese’ Finance 
Minister, U Tin, today an- 
nounced his Government 
planned to sell rice to 


India, using part of its pro- |- 


ceeds from such sales ‘to 
meet payments on out- 
standing indebtedness to 
India. 


The_ainouncement was miado 
at a Press conference called by 
the Burmese Minister in the 
absence of the Burmese Parlla- 
ment which was not In session. 
A similar announcement. was 
made in New Delhi in an Indian 
Government statement to the 
Indian Parliament. 

Burma had at first agreed to 
ship 900,000 tons of rice ta 
India at a sliding scale offrom 
£50 to £46 per ton for three 
years. The Burma Government 
hos now decided to ship the 
entire amount during 1954 at an 
average price, with £13 out of 
each ton sold carmarked towards 
repaying old abilities to India. 

When Burma was separated 
from India in 1937 she owed 
India about $196,000,000, pay~ 
able at three per cent annnul 
interest. Because of the war 
payments, thiy debt fell behind 
by a total of about $120,000,000 
by. 1945. . 

Subsequent negotiations be~ 
tween the two Governmenta 
whittled the ‘debt down where. 
by India cancelled half of its 
claims and waived interest 


payments.

The 
Indo-China 
War 


Tokyo, Apr. 8. 
The Japanese Diet today 
plunged into a “serious dis- 
cussion” on the question of 
possible Japanese interven- 
tion in the Indo-China war. 


Socialist legislators pressed 
for an answer to the big qucs- 
tlon of whether Japan had 
received any messages from the 
United States concerning intcr- 
vention, They also wanted to 
know whether Japanese troops 
would be sent to Indo-China 
should the Red Chinese openly 
enter the war. 


The Forcign Minister, Mr 
Katsuo Okazaki, sald that it 
was up to Japan to decide on 
her own whether she would cn- 
ter the war, and that no foreign 
nation would tell her what to do. 


Mr Okazaki! said that his 
Government had not been fully 
informed of the proposed con- 
tents of a jolnt communique 
warning Red China not to enter 
the IndoChina war, which is 
under study in the capitals of 
major free world powers. 


BEEK CLARIFICATION 


He © said that Japanese 
diplomats overseas had bten 
instructed to investigate the re- 
port ond to seek more clarifica- 
tion on the question of a unlted 
free world agninst the Red 
threat. 


Mr Okazaki said that his 
Government had not held talks 
with any foreign government 
concerning intervention In the 
Southeast Asia hot spot. 


He stressed that the Mutual 
Assistance Pact, recently signed 
by Japan and the United 
States, did not In any way 
oblige Japan to vend her forces 
abroad. 


He stated that should the 
United Nations decide upon 
some joint action, the Japanese 
probably would co-operate in 
veme way short of actually 
sending ground forces into 
battle. He said that the Japanese 
could permit United ations 
forces to pass through Japan 
and give them conveniences 
similar to those granted during 
the Korean war.—United Press. 


BEVAN'S COMMENT 


Dudley, Apr. 8. 

Mr Aneurin Bevan, leader of 
the British Labour Party‘s left 
wing, sald. here last. night that 
Britain should tell the United 
States that she was “not going 
to join in a sort of holy war 
agalnst the extension of Com- 
munism in Southeast Asia or 
anywhere else.” 


He told a Labour Party rally: 
“We feel bound to tell our 
American friends that the utter- 
ances of some American states- 
men are causing deep disquict 
1n_ Britain.”
